WASHINGTON, July 24.—As the

Nevertheless, it was indicated at 
both state and justice ccpartments 
that the American communist party 
has many sympathizers who neither 
pay dues nor sign the party roster. 
The number of these, some officials 
believe, is increasing.

Of First Georgia Newspaper 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 24.—(4)—~— 
To mark the site of the colonial print- 
ing office of the Georgia Gazette, a 
tablet is to be erected by the Georgia 
society, Colonial Dames of America, 
early in 1931, on the building known 
as the Geiger hotel, on Broughton 
street, east of Drayton. 

The Georgia Gazette was the only 
newspaper in the colony of Georgia. 
The next newspaper was the Augusta 


Chronicle, which was established 
about 1784, after Georgia became a 
state, | 


On each of the early copies of the 
Gazette, appears the following: 


“Printed at the printing office in | 


Broughton street.” 


Until ten years ago the exact lo- 
cation was unknown, It was discov- 
ered by Mrs. Neyle Colquitt, one of 
the librarians of the Georgia Histori- 
cal Society. Mrs. Colquitt was look- 
ing over some of the earliest copies 
and she found an advertisement of 
James Habersham, offering some lots 
for sale, giving the ward, tithing and 
numbers “some adjoining the print- 
ing office on the east and some on 
the west.” From these facts it was 
easy to deduce the number of the lot 
intervening which gave her the num- 
ber of the lot on which the printing 
office stood, and on visiting the city 
engineers office she was able to iden- 
tify the exact location, as the wards, 
tithings and numbers are the same 
now as when the town was laid out 
in colonia] times. 


Permission has been granted by the 
present owtiers of the property, How- 
ard Coffin and Dr. H.-N. Torrey, to 
place the tablet on the Geiger hotel 
and Mrs. Emma Geiger, the proprie- 
tor, has also granted permission to the 
Colonia! Dames.

MACON, Ga., July 24.—(#)—Home 
again in Georgia, Senator Walter F. 
George stopped over in Macon for a 
few minutes en route to Vienna— 
where he says he will rest from a 
wrangling senate. 

With him he brought recollections 
of the democratic fight on the Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff bill, which, he says, 
“will retard the recovery of normal 
foreign trade” and “place the farmer 
behind almost insurmountable eco- 
nomic walls, blocking the way to pros- 
perity.” 

“The main trouble with the farm- 
er,” the senator declared, “is that he 
mows his products at the high cost 
levet existing behind our very high 
tariff wall in the United States and 
hoa must sell his products at the 
worid price level. 

“Under this system 
farmer cannot possibly prosper. 
is u 
problem. Our virgin land and enor- 
mous natural resources have sustained 
agriculture laboring under the handi- 
cap of a high industrial tariff much 
longer than any economist unacquaint- 
ed with our natural resources might 
recsonably have contemplated. 

“With the passing of our virgin 
soil and free land the high industrial 
tariff operating against the’ farmer js 
simply exacting the inevitable toll. 
After all is said and done, that is 
the farmer's problem, 

“Nothing has been done that will 
he of anv particular help to the 
farmer. Most of the duties given to 
him are ineffective. Where partially 
effective duties have been included 
‘greater duties have been placed upon 
— products which the farmer must 

uy. 

“The federal farm marketing act 
has thus far been of no actual serg- 
ice to the general farmer. It does 
not promise any: substantial aid ex- 
cept through assistance it proposes 
to give the farmer in the org&niza- 
tion of co-operative associations. Con- 
ceding the soundness of the coopera- 
tive theory and the desirability of 
organizing farmers into the coopera- 
tive movement, at best this is looking 
to very gradual relief.” - 

Senator George came here direct 
from Washington. He plans to spend 
most of his time in Georgia until Sep- 
tember, when he will begin his duties 
as a member of the senatorial com- 
mittee to inyestigate postoffice leases.

vocational education; ©. A. Cobb, edi- 
tor of the Southern Ruralist, and Paul 
W. Chapman, director of vocational 
education in Georgia. 

The 125 county man superintend- 
ents who are attending this annual 
institute at the University of Georgia 
this week, together with Dr. Mell Dug- 
gan, state school superintendent, took 
lunch at Camp Wilkins as the guests 
of the boys. 

In opening his address, Sosbee said: 
“From the time I was a small boy 
I have helped work on the farm, 
helped by father to do his farming, 
and also have farmed the plat he 
gave me to produce whatever crops | 
chose to grow. With this plot I did 
the very best farming that I know 
how to do. I purchased all fertilizer 
and necessary seeds, and did all the 
work myself. 

“As I grew up my father allowed 
me to increase the size of my project, 
I invested what I had earned in live 
stock and other enterprises and grad- 
ually saved more and niere moncy 
from my farming operations. 

“From my projects I saved the 
earnings and within a few years was 
able to buy half interest in an &SO- 
acre farm. After. investing in this 
enterprise, I began to farm on a larg- 
er scale and my interest in farming 
as well as earnings was increased. 

“It was just a few years until I 
purchased my father’s half interest in 
the farm. I Had saved enough money 
to make a substantial payment. The 
last payment .was made during the 
summer of 1929, and new I possess 
the farm as my very own, and since 
paying for it I have started a bank 
account.” 

Commenting specifically on the way 
in which he. was so successful, he 
said: “I study vocational agriculture 
at school ‘then put it~ into. practice 
on my farm. I am never disappointed 
when I carry out the practices as 
planned and laid down.” 

Farm Papers. 

“In order to do better farming I 
read different farm, papers, books and | 
bulletins. Believe® strongly in read-| 
ing good books and magazines and | 
think that all Future Farmers should | 
do more reading of this kind.” 

C. A. Cobb pointed out several of 
the difficulties of our economic sys- 
tem and stated when conditions as 
they are at present, the farmer is 
probably better situated than many of 
the other classes of workers. He com- 
plimented the boys very highly for the 
progress® which they have made in 
their Future Farmer projects, and told 
them that their intelligence was above 
that of the average boy, otherwise 
they would: not have been selected to 
represent their chapters at Camp 
Wilkins. Mr. Cobb let it be known 
that he was very much impressed with 
the speech of Albert Sosbee, who 
spoke before him on the: program, and 
told the boys it was up to them toe 
help put the occupation of farming 
upon a higher plane.

AN UNUSUAL BOYCOTT. 

Nearly seven years ago a presi- 
dent of the United States died in 
office and his body was taken to 
his home city of Marion in Ohio. 
There by popular subscription an 
impressive tomb has been built to 
preserve the ashes of one of the 
chief magistrates of the nation. 

For nearly three years now the 
citizens of Marion and Ohio have 
been seeking to have that tomb ap- 
propriately dedicated as a national 
monument and, as has beén cus- 
tomary, to have the president of 
the United States deliver the ad- 
dress of dedication in eulogy of a 
predecessor in the high office. 

They appealed to Calvin Coolidge 
while president to -perform the 
function, but he found his official 
duties seemingly too urgent to per- 
mit him to engage in the ceremony. 
They have since appealed to Presi- 
dent Hoover to designate a time 
when he would attend and dignify 
the service, but as. yet they have 
obtained’ no consent and promise 
from him. So the tomb of Warren 
Gamaliel Harding stands undedi- 
cated. 

Many citizens of Ohio are cha- 
grined, and some visibly intensed, 
by these failures of two succeeding 
presidents to participate in a cere- 
mony that will be manifestly -im- 
perfect without the presence and 
Oration of the existing president of 
the nation. No lesser character 
could put the proper accent upon 
the occasion. 

Certainly the facts indicate’ an 
unusual boycott maintained in the 
highest official household of the 
nation and must stand indefinitely, 
it would seem, as a silent rebuke 
of an unsavory national administra- 
tion. 


RELIEF THROUGH MERCY.

A curious. case has been decided by

treatment is to kill the: germs. This 
would be a very comforting thing to 
dy» if we knew how to do it.

and their ways you soon discover that 
it is not so easy to kill ’em after 
they ve established themselves some- 
where in your. bedy. If by some ex- 
traordinary chance yeu pursue the 
study of physiology and hygiene be- 
yond their limits of commercial propa- 
ganda there will come a period of 
despondency ‘when you begin to com- 
prehend how grievously they have mis-: 
lel and exploited you. I still feel 
a twinge of this despondency every 
time anyone asks what I think about 
spraying this or gargling with that 
to prevent flu or cure a bad cold, and 
the feeling of, sadness that comes over 
me cramps my effort to be sympa- 
thetic and patient with the querist.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—(UN) 
Breakfast food made from whisky 
mash is likely to be the next product 
of American Chemical Laboratories. 

Prohibition bureau chemists have 
been appeet of an attempt being 
made by distillers of medicinal whis- 
ky’ to transform their residue mash 
into breakfast food. 

More .than 400,000 bushels of rye, 
barley and corn mash are available 
annnally for this purpose from the six 
distilleries now manufacturing 2.000,- 
000 gallons annually of medicinal 
whisky under government permit. 

Samples have already been shown 
prohibition officials, who said it re- 
sembled any other breakfast food but 
had a distinctive flavor. Some sam- 


others had a bluish tinge. 

The food is prepared by merely dry- 
ing the mash left in the stills after 
making whisky. It is probable that

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, July

North German Lloyd 
President Injured 


BERLIN, July 24.— (4) —Philip 
Heineken, president of the North Ger- 
man Lioyd, was seriously injured to- 
day in an automobile collision near 
Berlin, 

Dr. Heineken,- who celebrated his 
seventieth birthday on March 1, has 
been'a director of the North German 
Lloyd since 1902. In 1906 he became 
assistant director-general, in 1912 di- 
rector-general of the company. Since 
1921 he has been president. . 

Before 1902 he was a cotton im- 
porter and firsé vice president of the 
Bremen cotton exchange. In 1905 his 
fellow citizens made him president of 
the Bremen Chamber of Commerce, 

During the World war, in August, 
1915, Former Emperor William II 
conferred. the iron cross upon Herr 
Heineken in appreciation of his work 
in furnishing auxiliary steamers to the’ 
navy and in establishing an efficient 
scheme of supplying the kaiser’s fight- 
ing ships with coal and provisions. 

The Technical University of Danzig 
in 1922 conferred the Lonorary degree 
of doctor of engineering upon him. 

Heineken had started from Dresden 
for Berlin and had reached the Berlin 
suburb of Lichtenrade, when his car 


Heineken was thrown through the 
windshield and suffered head injuries. 
He was taken to a hospital in the 
borough of Templehof, ;

110,000 Feet Floor Space. 

The new building provides approx- 
imately 110/000 square feet of floor 
space, consisting of three stories and. 
a full basement. It faces 105 feet 
on Fair street and has a frontage of 
“52 feet along the Atlanta & West 
Point railroad. 

On the side toward the rai'road 
is a spur track and loading platform 
that will accommodate eight freight 
cars. On the other side of the build- 
ing is a shipping platform with space 
for 22 auto trucks, the main floor it- 
self being devoted to storing and the 
shipping department for groceries and 
the bakery. 

The main offices, rest rooms and 
cafeteria for employes are located on 
the second floor. Also on this floor 
ure the cake-making department and 
bakery, and stationery, candy and to- 
bacco storage. 

On the third floor most of the 
space is used for general storage. 
Here also is the mixing room for the 
bakery. One huge machine here’ will 
mix 900 pounds of dough at a time. 

In the basement. are the . boiler 
room, egg candling department, cold 
storage rooms for butter, cheese, lard, 
meats, fresh fruits and vegetables, ba- 
nana ripening rooms, general storage 
of groceries and the produce depart- 
ment, 

Produce Platform. 

At the rear of the building on the 
basement level is a loading platform 
that will accommodate 12 ayto trucks. 
This is where the farmers bring their 
produce to the warehouse. Under the 
plan of operation followed by the or- 
ganization, produce that is gathered 
on the farm on one day is delivered 
to the A. & P. stores when they are 
opened the next morning. 

The most modern equipment for 
economical distribution of food has 
been installed in the warehouse 
throughout.

Promotion From Ranks 
Fixed Policy —Only 
Young Men of Promise 
Hired. 


Promotion from the ranks is one 
of the fixed employment policies of 
the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Company. As vacancies occur in the 
various retail stores of the organiza- 
tion, young men are hired who give 
promise of eventually developing 
into managers. New men are placed 
in stores under the supervision of 
veteran managers. From three to six

Neighbor Serves Neighbors. 

In the .opening of new branch 
stores, the A. & P. employs men famil- 
iar with the local vicinity of the store 
in so far as possible. In this way, of- 
ficials point out, the store becomes 
established more quickly and pros- 
pective customers receive more in- 
telligent co-operation from the staff 
of the store. 

After demonstrating their worth as 
clerks, the more promising men are 
placed in managerial positions as va- 
cancies occur. Managers are promoted 
to assistant superintendents and from 
the grade of superintendent talented 
employes are promoted to general 
superintendents. From this position 
onward, according to officials of the 
organization, executive talent is se- 
lected from the lower grades, insur- 
ing executive control in the, hands of 
men who have familiarized themselves 
with the work of the company by 
personal contact. 

Group Insurance Plan. 

Insurance policies ranging from 
300 to $5,000 are provided for em- 
ployes of A. & P., the amount de- 
pending upon the position’ of the em- 
ploye and his length of service. 
miums are paid by the company and 
employes desiring increased insurance 
are permitted to take it at their own 
expense. 

For several years managers of the 
A. & P. stores have been organized 
into the managers’ mutual benefit 
association. The dues contributed by 
each member constitute a fund from 
which members are paid sick benefits 
in case of sickness or accident. In ad- 
dition to the sick benefit by the man- 
agers’ association, the A. & P. Com- 
pany pays the regular base pay due 
managers during their sickness. 

The social side of the managers’ 
association is not neglected, many 
benefits, outings and other forms of 
entertainment being provided each 
year for the managers and their fam- 
ilies.

TEA SHOWS. GAN 
AS POPULAR DRINK 


Use of Beverage Dates Back 
to 6th Century in 
China. 


Tea, which in the early days of the 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Company 
played an important part in its annual 
sales, has a romantic history. The use 
of the drink, so popular in the Orient, 
dates back to the sixth century in 


China, according to authentic records. 
Its origin is an interesting one. 

In many parts of that vast coun- 
try, especially in the interior, people 
suffered from disorders due to drinking 
impure water. Learning to boil it, they 
gradually added herbs te lend ‘flavor 
to the water. When so applied, tea 
was found to be palatable and sus- 
taining, and as the use of it grew, 
means were discovered for. preparing 
the leaf so that it could be kept and 
used the year around. 


A Japanese Custom. 


In Japan, upon entering a house, 
tea is immediately served as an indi- 
cation of welcome, a happy interlude 
before actively proceeding to social or 
business affairs. The famous tea cere- 
mony, Cha-No-Yu, is a development 
from ancient days. The rules of Cha- 
No-Yu, as observed in modern Japan,’ 
were drawn up several hundred years 
ago. They prescribe in extreme de- 
tail the conduct of the ceremony, The 
tea room must be exactly 10 feet 
Square, entered from a specially de- 
signed garden by a door only three 
feet high. Utensils in size and decora- 
tion must be in accord with the re- 
quirements of the Cha-No-Yu code. 


A little powdered tea, called mat- 
sucha, is placed in a tea bowl. A 
dipper of boiling water is added, and 
the infusion whipped to a froth with a 
bamboo whisk. The guests kneel 
about on mats, dignified, placid, as 
becomes those who silently commune 
on the high destiny of man in the 
universe. Every movement is studied 
and deliberate. With great solemnity 
they receive the bowl and sip reflec- 
tively the delicate liquid which is 
known as the “champagne of teas.” 

Has Right Vitamines. 

Dr. Miura, an eminent Japanese sci- 
entist, after years of careful experi- 
mental work, definitely established 
that Japan green tea is rich in an im- 
portant element — yitamine © — ex- 
tremely mneceSsary for the highest 
state of health. His discovery was 
carefully checked for many months at 
a leading American university and 
fully corroborated in every respect. 

Japan produces about 100,000,000 
pounds of tea, over three quarters 
being used for native consumption. 
About 18,000,000 pounds are now used 
annually in the United States—equal 
to about 5,000,000,000 cups. Canada 
consumes about 3,000,000 pounds 
vearly, and in the past five years, 
Japan tea has met with favor in Rus- 
sia, ‘which now imports 1,500,000 
pounds each year, and the trade is 
growing steadily.

A. & P. Policy Is To Make 
Good Shoppers of Lit- 
tle Ones. 


The large number of children who 
buy a wide variety of things at the 
average store of the Great Atlantie 
& Pacific Tea Company has made it 
imperative that special attention be 
given to the young customers when 
new employes are trained, according 
to officials of the chain store organi- 
zation. 

Frequently youngsters’ come tod- 
dling into the store with note written 
on a scrap of paper and most any de- 
nomination of American money, 
from a dime to-a-dollar. Some of the 
stores have a regular clientele of chil- 
dren whe come in every day of so 
to get a single article or two that 
mother. forgot in her. shopping... « 

“If anything,” ¢xplains the A. & P. 
man, “we use greater care in wait- 
ing on children than on grownups, 
although carefulness is a part of our 
business. It’s eaay for a child to come 
and bay something and then lose the 
change perhaps on the way home. So 
we frequently write down the amount 
of the sale and the change given and 
give it to the youngster to take back 
to his mother.” 

Store managers and clerks quickly 
become acquainted with the small cus- 
tomers in their neighborhoods. They 
learn to know by experience just what 
brand of this ‘or that the mother 
wants when she sends for a can of 
evaporated milk, a bar of soap, a box 
of salt or any of the myriad items 
on A. &* P. shelves and counters. 
Oftentimes the youngster is not only 
given the desired purchase but is also 
instructed to be careful in carrying 
it home and it is a notable fact, ac- 
cording to the store managers, that 
the majority of milk. bottles dropped 
and broken are dropped by adults 
rather than children.

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That the banana is an accommodat- 
ing fruit by nature is evidenced in the 
fact that at any stage of the ripening 
process the procedure may be stopped 
and the fruit held at that particular 
point. to await the pleasure of the 
market. 

Advantages of this artificial ripen- 
ing proeess are pointed out as being 
the retention in the banana of its na- 
tive moisture, freedom from blemish 
and the absence of bruised spots on 
the fruit often’caused by too frequent 
and careless handfing. 

When not in use for ripening ba- 
nanas, these same rooms are used for 
ripening tomatoes and . bleaching 
celery. 


Not the least interesting part of the 
Atlanta organization of the Great At- 
lantic & Pacific Tea Company is the 
modern bakery which produces bread 
by the thousands of loaves and 
measures its flour by the barrel. 

Gravity is one of the principal 
forces used in the transportation of 
the flour, dough, ingredients and fin- 
ished product about the plant. The 
necessity for several employes has been 
eliminated by this one feature alone. 

Flour from the railway cars is car- 


ried to the upper floors of the build- 
ing by conveyors. Space is provided 
for several carloads at one time and 
from this storef~om an”endless chain 
carries the flour to the mechanical de- 
vices which thoroughly sift it to in- 
sure the removal of any and all for- 
eign substances. Following this proc-

The baking process. goes forward in 
ovens held at evenly high tempera- 
tures by means of a thermostat. When 
the loaves are placed in the ovens it 
is definitely known at what time they 
will be thoroughly baked and ready 
for the wrapping machinery.

Points to Practical 
Value of Chain Mer- 


chandising. 


Problems arising from the growth 
of the chain store movement as af- 
fecting retail distribution have been 
the subject of much discussion by 
economists and writers on business 
topics within recent years. Most com- 
mentators agree that a new era of 
distribution has been ushered in by 
the chain stores, although it is gen- 
erally conceded that there is a strong 
probability that both the chain store 
und the independent store will con- 
tinue to exist side by side. 

Facts brought out in a recent issue 
of the monthly letter of a large bank- 
ing institution on this subject are of 
interest to all sections of the commu- 
nity. “The intensity of competition 
which in the past was largely confined 
to manufacturing, is spreading,” says 
the Royal bank, “into the field of dis- 
tribution. New methods, greater ef- 
ficiency, better service on lower mar- 
vins of profit are becoming the order 
of the day and the changes in the re- 
tail field are taking place at a rate 
which makes the shift of scene appear 
kaleidoscopic and abrupt. 

Set Standard of Service. 

“It is the spread of the chain store 
which has attracted attention, but it 

was the introduction of scientific 
methods in the study of problems of 
distribution which made possible this

new movement. Only a relatively 
small proportion of the total] volume 


of merchandise is sold through chain 
stores, but independent stores through-: 
out the country are adapting them-| 
selves to new sta increasing the 
value of the service rendered, and mak- 
ing more intelligent studies of the 
desires of their customers. 


“Independent stores in many sec- 
tions of the country, — particularly 
those handling gtoceries, have met 
the invasion of the chain store by the 
formation of associations of retail 
dealers. In most respects these asso- 
ciations are run along lines almost 
identical with those urged by the’ 
chains. They co-operate in buying | 
and advertising, they maintain a uni- | 


form managerial policy, and a uni-| 


form store front is used by all mem- | 
bers. ‘Lhe formation of these retail | 
associations constituting a movement | 


‘comparable in importance with that | 


of the chain store, 
Group Costs Lower. | 

“Whether the chain consists of a | 
number of store units under a single 
management, or of an association of 
independent dealers, reduction in cost 
of operation, more orderly buying and 
larger profits on a narrower margin 
of mark-up have been attained. Both 
types of organization have initiated 
careful studies of the quantity and 
quality of goods desired in typical 
communities. With the assurance 
that consumers’ demand was likely to 
be adequate, large scale purchasing 
at reduced prices became feasible. 
Each group buys a particular type of 
goods through a single agent; the 
agent is able to bargain on the basis 
of large orders without the expense | 
and danger inherent to enlargement 
of inventory. : 

“(Goods come to the consumer while 
their appearance is still fresh, and 
particularly in the cage of food prod- 
ucts, cleanliness is stressed. Stand- 
ardization in construction, methods of 
management, bookkeeping and particu- 
larly in the order of arrangement 
and display, may take away from the 
individuality of the store, but there 
is a tendency for this standardized 
unit to be decidedly more attractive 
than were many of the old corner 
groceries. In general, the new store 
is too busy to constitute a good cen- 
ter for the diseussion of local politics. 

Faster Turnover. 

“The most impressive element in 
modern methods is the emphasis laid 
upon rapidity of turnover. In the 
past, turnover in groceries has been 
as low as six to eight times a year. 
Grocery chains claim that they turn 
their steck 20 to 25 times a year. 
Rapid turnover assists in the reduc- 
tion of inventories and make for a 
lower percentage for overhead. lt 
is more because of rapidity of turn- 
over than because of the advantage 
which comes with large scale pur- 
ehasing that the grocery chains make 
the claim that the saving which they 
have made for the consumer ameunts 
to 14 cents to 18 cents on the dollar, 
or $45 a year for the average family. 
A further advantage which accom- 
panies close study of turnover is bet- 
ter understanding of changes in the 
demands of the consumer, both in re- 
gard to quality and style. Manufac- 
turers state that these new metheds 
of merchandising give them a quicker 
and clearer understanding of the 
probable trend of demand. 

“To the wholesaler and the jobber, 
the development of the chain and the 
association has been a matter of grave 
concern, Both of these types of buy- 
ing tend to eliminate the middleman. 
The intelligent wholesaler has recog- 
nized that it is only by maximum ef- 


‘ficiency on the part of his organiza- 


tion that he can hope to maintain his 
position. Failures among wholesalers 


and jobbers haye been proportionately 


larger than among retailers. In cer- 
tain cases, wholesalers have become 
purchasing agents for the chains or 
associations, and in other cases they

“The intensity of competition in 
retailing has led executives into in- 
tensive study of the details of the 
costs of business. Whelesale and re- 
tail grocers, wholesale and retail 
druggists, wholesale manufacturers 
and retail jewelers, shoe stores, de- 
partment stores and automobile man- 
ufacturers in the United States have 


submitted the full details of their in- 
vyentories and all items of the expense 
of doing business to such institutions 
as the Bureau of Business Research 
at Harvard University, or the Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, so that 
comparative studies of cost might be 
available. In practically every line 
of merchandising there are cost stud- 
jes available showing the average 
ratios of such items as total mer- 
chandise costs, salaries, rentals, insur- 
ance, taxes, depreciation, losses on bad 
debts, ete., to total sales. 
tatistical Comparison Made. 

“General rate of turnover, gross and 
net margins of profit, and in seme 
cases rate of turnover on particular 
items are among the subjects concern- 
ing which a mass of data is being ac- 
cumulated. Statistical studies of the 
comparative costs in large department 
stores and chain department stores 
show that the individually operated 
store which is run on efficient lines 
had a slight advantage over chain 
department steres in 1928 so far as 
net profits are concerned. 

“There are widely varying opinions 
as to the ultimate outcome of the 
chain store movement. Some authori- 
ties have stated that the essential 
costs of assembly, warehousing and 
the distribution of gocds into retail 
channels are so great that the say- 
ings of chain-store methods are within 
the reach of every intelligent inde- 
pendent dealer. In the opinion of 
those who take this view, the popu- 
larity of the chain method of distri- 
bution will cease when the independ- 
ent dealer has raised his standard te 
conform to the pace set by such com- 
petition. 

“On the other hand, there are those 
who believe that the chain store will 
come to dominate completely the re- 
tail field. Carrying this train é4f 
thought still further, Edward A. Fi- 
ene, president of William Filene’s 
Sons Company cf Boston, has predict: 

that chain stores will so organize 
that “they will combine the advan- 
tages of the department stores. with 
the manifest advantages which the 
cMains already have. In one way or 
another, great chains of department 
stores are certain to develop.’ ”

Foodstuffs Are Rushed 
From Point of Origin to 
Ultimate Consumer by 
Truck and Train. 


To develop its method of distribu- 
tion, the Great Atlantic & Pacific 
Tea Company has had to selve the 
knotty problem of transportation, I'o 
transport such a vast tonnage o: 
foodstuffs for 16,000 retail outlets 
might be a cumbersome, slow-moving 
and expensive process were it not for 
the efficient system developed. by the 
company. 

Speed is an important factor in the 
handling of foodstuffs, particularly 
perishable products, but speed, ‘if. se- 
cured at such a cost that the retail 
price of the product would be com 
paratively high, would defeat its own 
ends from the A. & P, point of view. 
Speed must, for A. & P. purposes, be 
combined with economy in transpor- 
tation costs. 

Trucks Speed Work. 

A. & P.’s method of distribution not 
only simplified the transportation 
problem, but effects huge savings 
which are not available to other cou 
cerns operating along different lines 
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ne. t 1g goods » to. 
warehouses for distribution to the 
stores is handled in carload lots and 
truckloads. 

oods moving in carload lots pay 
lower freight rates than goods shipped 
in less than ecarload lots. Loaded 
trucks, delivering merchandise to one 
or a very few points can do so mucb 
more cheaply than trucks making 
three, four or five times as man) 
stops... The fact that A. & P. handles 
foodstuffs on the basis of carloads and 
truckloads, as opposed to the move- 
ment of smaller lots, means a saving 
of approximately 15 per cent on trans- 
portation, a goodly sum when trans- 
lated into dollars and cents. 

Buying from growers or growers 
associations and shipping carloads di- 
rect to the warehouses, with no mid- 
dlemen involved, means a less cir- 
cuitous and less costly trip than the 
route through a commission merchant 
or wholesaler. 

Big Traffic Problem. 

A. & P. traffic experts are hourly 
figuring out better ways and means 
of transporting foodstuffs. They may, 
for instance, ship canned salmon bs 
water by way of the Panama canal, 
from Vancouver to the Atlantie ports 
because the water route is most eco- 
nomical; but California lettuce cau 
suffer no such delay. It is sent in 
refrigerating cars by fast , freight 
across the continent, with every effort 
behind it to see that it reaches the 
consumer while still fresh and crisp. 
It takes long experience and kern 
business acumen to meet time sched- 
ules that are determined both .by the 
perishable nature of. the goods and 
by the need for those goods in vari- 
ous sections of the country. 

Last year A. & P.’s bill for rail 
road transportation (freight and ex- 

ress) on goods was very close to 

25,000,000. More than 200,000 full 
carloads of groceries for A. & P. were 
moved over the railways during the 
fiseal year ending March 2, 1929. If 
these cars were placed end to end they 
would make a train’ 1,554 miles. Jonz.

Four of six house members seeking 
senatorial seats in the next congress 
have hurdled the hazardous primaries 
and the remaining two will take the 
preliminary jumps early in August. 

Representatives Ruth Hanna Mc- 
Cormick, of Illinois; White, of 
Maine; Dickinson, of lowa, and 
Pritchard, of North Carolina, have 
won republican nominations in their 
respective states. 

Representative Sproul, of Kansas, 
is waging heated campaign for the 
republican nomination in his state 
August 5. while Representative Cor- 
dell Hull, of Tennessee, democrat. 
hopes to receive the nomination of 
his party August 7. 

Mrs. McCormick and Pritchard are 
one-termers in the house. On _ the 
other hand, Dickinson is serving his 
twelfth vear: White his fourteenth; 
Sproul his eichth, and Hull his 
twenty-second. 

The Illinois representative was 
congressman at large, while Pritch- 
ard war swept into office with the 
Hoover landslide in a normally dem- 
ocratic district.

We suspect the benefits 
of the X-ray are due to rapid growth 
of cancer cells, a_ production rate 
that causes more of them to be killed 
by the X-rays. It is important to

It causes 
cancer and does so plainly by ability 
to grow much faster than a norma!

| ducing cancer. We wish to know why 
they grow so fast, something we never 
shall know until we actually sec them 
growing. 

“Wei enn study now how fast a 
cancer cell breathes, that is how rapid- 
ly it uses oxygen, whether this is 


“Cancer serum can be made that 
will seemingly cure a cancer on a rat’s 
leg, but the leg has to he ligatured to 
retain the serum. So thus far there 
is ne apparent method of making such 
a serum usefal for human beings. 
Raising the cells artificially will as- 
sist in the study of this serum field.” 

Dr. Wood plans to visit the Insti- 
tute of Curie in Paris and cancer 
research institutions in England. He 
will also make contacts in the inter- 
est of the newly established Radiologi- 
cal Researcu Institution. an American 
organization, and for the Institute of 
Health created by act of congress.

Getting Fruit gnd Prod- 
uce to Stores Is Major 
A. &-P. Problem—How 
It Is Solved. 


Handling: hundreds of thousands of 
carloads of fresh vegetables and fruits 
each year is one of the more’ delicate 
tasks which confront the . executives 
of the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Company. Possibly one of the great- 
est obstacles to be overcome in this 
work is the element of time. 

First there is the harvest time for 
the particular vegetable or fruit to 
consider. Then there is the nation- 
wide chain of retail stores that must 
be supplied with fresh products. 

Lettuce. An Example. 

Illustrating the problem, A. & P. 
officials point to the 8,000 carloads of 
iceberg lettuce handled annually by 
their 16,000 stores, California produces 
the bulk of this supply and it is dis- 
tributed as widely on the east coast 
as elsgwhere. After a careful sorting, 
grading and sizing process this cream 
of the lettuce grower’s art is packed 
in refrigerated railway cars at the A. 
& P. warehouses. One layer of lettuce 
and one layer of ica and a repetition 
of the procedure is the method of 
packing. 

The A. & P. method of handling the 
potato market is indicative of the 
general policy in buying and shipping 
vegetables direct from the fields of 
production to the distribution points 
that supply the various stores. The 
northern crop of potatoes is bought by 
A. & P. field men who, in some jn- 
stances, contract for an entire crop in 
some localities before the potatoes are 
dug. As the crop begins to arrive 
at the A. & P. warehouses, large forces 
of workers under supervision of vet- 
eran potato buyers and experts, sort, 
size and bag the crop. Shipment is 
made, often in trainload lots, from 
these warehouses to distributing 
points throughout the United States 
and Canada. Potatoes arriving at A. 
& P. warehouses in the potato rais- 
ing districts that do not meet the 
standards set by supervising officials 
are eliminated and placed on*the 
market wholesale, 

Carloads of Oranges. _— 

Oranges from Florida and California 
mre handled in carload quantities by 
A. & P. Many of these are graded 
and packed by the growers’ co-opera- 
tive organizations from which they are 
shipped directly to the A. & P. main 
distribution centers. Apples are 
handled in much the same way with 
the possible exception that A. & P. 
fruit buyers exercise more direct 
supervision over the gathering of the 
apple crop than in the case of the 
orange and other citrus fruits.

‘: MISS WENDEL LIVES IN SHUTTERED, BARRED HOUSE _ :: 


Shuns Contact With Life 


NEW YORK, July 24.—(N4NA) 
Mrs. Rebecca A. D. Wendel Swope 
has died, and this means something 


not only to New Yorkers of an earfier 
generation but to the thousands of 
yisitegs who have ridden on the Fifth 
Avenue rubber neck busés. 


For when these buses lnumbered past 
the rusty old brownstone mansion at 
the northeast corner of Fifth Avenue 
and Thirty-ninth street, the mega- 
phone man

And tnen the announcer would ex- 
plain that the Wendel sisters, living 
in that mansion, had refused $1,000,- 
000 for the house because they need- 
ed that narrow strip of green to ex- 
ercise their little ‘dog, Tobey. 

With the death of Mrs. Swope ail 
of the tremendous fortune founded by 
her grandfather, John G. Wendel, by 
buying real estate with the profits of 
fur trading, just as John Jacob Astor 
laid the foundation of his riches, goes 
to the one surviving grandchild, Miss 
Ella V. Von E. Wendel, the “baby” 
of the family. She is now 8&0. 

And there, in the old house, is 
Miss Ella Wendel today, mistress of 
a fortune of more than $100,000,000, 
As usual, the mansion presents shut- 
tered windows and a great barred 
door to passersby. The house has its 
original furniture. It has no telephone 
or electric light and the cooking is 
still done on a huge coal stove. 

Miss Killa to this day wears the 
clothes that were fashienable when 
she was young. Her hat is a stiff 
little sailor, and she wears a tiny, 
black alpaca apron over full black 
skirts that look as if they might have 
been designed for hoops. Intil the 
ancient Wendel coachman died. Miss 
Ella used to come out occasionally at 
dusk for a_ride in an old-fashioned 
carriage. But she hasn’t done this 
for years. 

Irs Swepe died last Sunday at 
her big estate at Quogue. Long Island, 
but, true to the traditions of the 
Wendels, who atways sfunned pub- 
licity, not a word of her death and 
burial got out until Wednesday. Mrs. 
Swope was 87. She had not lived in 
the family home for, years, dividing 
ber time between a” Central Park 
apartment and Quogue.

U.S. Wont Foot 
Liguor Bills 
For Diplomats 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—(P)— 
Bubbling champagnes and _ choice 
Sate at governmental expense are 
orbidden luxuries in American embas- 
sies and consulates. abroad under an 
executive order just signed by Presi- 
dent Hoover. 

The order cites in detail regula- 
tions governing the disbursement by 
nearly 100 American diplomatic and 
consular missions abroad of allow- 
ances recently voted by congress for 
official entertaining. 

After a six years’ fight for such 
funds, congress recently allotted 
$92,000 to this purpose in its appro- 
priation for the state department. 

_. Congress authorized the allowances 
in 1924, but fafled to make. the neces- 
sary appropriation in any bill since 
that time until the present budget. 
In addition to liquors, three other 
items are taboo under the order. 
They include hire and repair of: auto- 
mobiles, printing and engraving ex- 
penses and club dues, 

The order states that “express pro- 
visions of the law” prevented , gov- 
ernmental funds being “used for these 
purposes, 

Among the items permitted under 
the appropriation are receptions at

gratuities, dinners, formal and in- 
formal functions and special enter- 
tainments, 

The ruling came as a considerable 
surprise to state department officials

At the homes of many foreign 
service officers, however, liquors are 
served, but wnder the present ruling 
these must continue to be paid for by 
the host no matter what the occa- 
sion.

‘of peddlers increased quite rapidly. 
Finally, the market became an estab- 
lished gathering place for all classes 
where merchandise of all kinds and 
descriptions .were bartered anc sold. 

The name “pepperer” was originally 
applied to the itinerant forbears of 
the modern grocer for the reason ‘that 
the bulk of his burden consisted of 
spices. Prior to the 12th century, it is 
said, spices were in great demand 
among the titled classes and were 
something o1 a necessity as seasoning 
for the coarser foods of that period.
